THE nu^niori^ of the general assembly of the common- 
wealth of Kentucky, respectfully represents, tliat for many 
years past aft M|deaaaRt itentroversy has exists between 
this state and the state of Tamessee, r^tive to the bonn^iy 
line between thcte. Bf aiiy atltepts have been made tftaetlle 
the diflference to the mntnal satis&ctioit' rf both states, but 
hitherto all thesKr attempts have been uiiavailiftg ; and jadg-^ 
ing from the past, there reobaincj very little ground of hefi^ 
that the dispute WiR bo adjustieid by amibable arrangeaaei^ 
and tni^al conoeiision; As far back a^ die year ^801, the- 
legislature of Kentucky passed* aH act, the object <if which- 
was to ascertain and mark the true position of the boundary^ 
line between the two states, aecording to their chartered litt'*- 
its. This act was repealed at ttie next session of tlie general*' 
assembly of this ooaiflMiiwealtii. In the year 1812 the oub** 
ject wsis again taken up by ttie Ic^slature of Kentucky, «nd 
an ^t passed authorising the i^pointeiont of commissioners^ 
to <li-operate with conraiiBSionn^ to be appointed on the part 
6f the state of Tennessee, for tiie puipose of running and^ 
marking the boundary line between tho ft^o states weeordinsr

?he consequence oftlib conduct on the pat^ of tlie state of 
X^^esseo, was the passage ofan apt by Jt>e general assem- 
bly of Kentucky^ in the yeair iSlS, re^uisf ting the governor 
of thi|s state to conimuf icate to the e^i^Scntiye and legislature 
of the state of Tennessee, the ultimate deterpsination of our 
government on tbe subject of the boundary f>etween the two 
states. By this act of ISIS our cxQc^tive was requested to 
49olicit from the government of the stat^ of Tennessee,^ re», 
cognition of the principles c^ntftined In the resolutions 
adopted by the state of Tennessee, in pursuance of which oqr 
Act of assembly in ).81£ bad been pissed, and the adoption 
:(rf the necessary measures Ibrcmrrying the sameJUpWonmlete 
operation ; and furt^, to ^press to the govemnM^ of Ten- 
nessee, in case of tb^r tna} rejection jof the ovei^jtore made 
.by the act of 1 81 S^ tiiat the d^greeablo necessiW M kaving 
ikt contested qnestion nif bomudary tna^y 9e<^ed by a iwort 
to the means pointed out liytbe coitstittdjiQn of the United

rosort for settling the controversy, all other means having ap- 
jparent^ failed, af^ved by the executive of this state Feb- 
ruary 1st, 1814* Doring the session of the geaeml assem- 
Uy of this state in the winter of 1815-^6, the state of Teii- 
ijKissee sent a commissioner to our government authorised to 
nnew the negotiations between tbe two states on the suJspct 
of boundary. He wa? heard at the bar of tiie house of rcp- 
Mientatlves. llio result was- the passage of a law on our 
part, aj>provcd February lOth 181 G, tjtie provisions of 'aIucIi, 
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>n the opinion oftliis^ legislature^ s^re liberal, as it related^ 
the state of Tennessee. The people of this state waited 
with much anxiety for the'meetinj^ of flie lei^slatiire oTtho 
^tateof Tennessee, after the passiigc of the act of 1816. It 
•was hpped that the /jqv eminent of Tennessee would not hes- 
itate to accede to all the proportions coiitalned in our act of' 
1816 ; but in this we have been greatly (liRappotnt0d. It is 
tnie that the legislature of Ten^ei^ee took nptlie subject at 
their last session, and passed an act coiicernl|ig it ; but its 
provisions faU very far short of tfiose contained iii oiir act 
of 1816, and are aoch as canntyt meet witli the approbation 
of this legislature. This asseml^ly Is constrained to regard 
tiie failure on the part of the state of Tennessee, to recipro- 
cate the provision^ of the act of 1816, as (evincing a diqvry^- 
fion to delaj the settlement of the controvei^y, unless dono 
iUpf^O terroa derogatory to the interests and rights of S^en- 
tucky. It thctrcfofe becomes the tmiierious dqty of this as- 
sembly to appeal to your body a^ the arbiter, under the an- 
thoHty of the constitution of the United l^tates, tot point out 
the mode hj wl\lch the conitest unhappily oxistiuj!; shall be 
decided. The laws which the legisliitui'O of Kentucky has 
[passed qn the subject, avid to whicli youi^ body is referred for 
fi nid're particular information), will pi*ove that our state has not 
been wanting in exertions to have the drffcrence amicably ad- 
justed. It is conceded on all sides, that tl>e true line shouhl 
ran on a parallel of S6^ 30' noilh latitude. The c onstitot ionij 
of the states of Nortli-Carolhia and Tennessee both recognizQ 
that latitude as limiting tlieir nqrthrrn iHiundai'y ; and in 
this they coincide with the chartcjr of King (>harh'i» II. It 
i^ presi^med that no objection ojin be made to the establishT 
ment of the true line, uidess it he on accotint of the effect it 
Will probably have on individual rights to land lyiog between 
the said latitude and what is now ^led Walker's line, to 
which at present botji states exercise .jwrisdictioii. To obvi- 
ate this objection, the legislature or ]^ontiK*Ity will lie gov- 
erned by the most Hbei*al princtple^i.
